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COMMENTARY 


The  population  continues  to  grow.  New  building  has  lately  been  largely 
concentrated  at  Marske  where  rapid  progress  has  been  made.  It  is  perhaps 
unfortunate  that  New  Marske  continues  to  be  rather  isolated  within  the  Urban 
Area  while  Marske  and  Saltburn  grow  ever  nearer.  Forecasts  of  still  further 
increase  in  population  over  the  next  10  years  lead  me  to  hope  that  the  increasing 
urbanisation  will  be  accompanied  by  an  increasing  community  spirit  between  the 
three  constituents  whilst  still  retaining  their  separate  traditions. 

The  health  record  of  the  district  was  good  and  there  was  a  welcome  absence 
of  serious  infectious  diseases.  The  extremely  low  infant  mortality  of  the  previous 
year  was  unfortunately  not  repeated.  The  five  infant  deaths  all  occurred  before 
the  28th  day  and  were  largely  caused  by  prematurity  and/or  congenital  malforma¬ 
tions,  which  now  constitute  the  vast  bulk  of  infant  mortality.  There  was  a  rise  in 
the  Birth  Rate  and  also  in  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births,  the  latter  I  am 
glad  to  report  did  not  appear  to  be  prejudiced  with  regard  to  health  and  made  no 
contribution  to  infant  mortality. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  General  Death  Rate  or  in  the  relative  fre¬ 
quency  of  any  of  the  fatal  causes. 

During  the  month  of  November  the  Council  in  co-operation  with  the  Local 
Health  Authority  undertook  a  concentrated  campaign  to  bring  home  to  the  public 
the  dangers  of  leaving  fires  unguarded,  particularly  when  young  children  are  in 
the  house.  Propaganda  leaflets  were  distributed  throughout  the  district  and  local 
shopkeepers,  cinemas  and  the  press  gave  great  assistance.  An  exhibition  organ¬ 
ised  by  the  Fire  Service  was  well  attended  by  children  but  the  adult  response  was 
disappointing. 

The  most  difficult  social  problem  encountered  is  undoubtedly  the  senile 
person  living  alone,  who  refuses  all  help  despite  the  fact  that  personal  cleanliness, 
housekeeping  and  a  proper  diet  are  quite  beyond  their  capacity.  In  theory  compul¬ 
sory  removal  to  an  institution  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act 
might  appear  to  be  the  answer  and  this  course  is  usually  canvassed  by  neighbours, 
the  Assistance  Board  and  voluntary  social  workers.  Certainly  in  extreme  cases  it 
may  be  a  necessity  but  in  all  others  I  am  convinced  that  persistent  visiting  and 
cajoling  usually  succeeds  eventually  in  the  acceptance  of  help  at  home  or  voluntary 
admission  to  hospital  or  institution.  The  answer  to  this  increasing  problem  is 
obvious  —  the  earlier  detection  of  such  cases  —  which  are  usually  much  easier  to 
solve  before  mental  deterioration  has  progressed  too  far.

Services  for  the  aged  in  the  area  are  good  and  have  recently  been  augmented 
by  the  starting  of  a  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  which  is  organised  by  the  W.V.S. 
and  supported  by  other  voluntary  bodies.  This  service  is  undoubtedly  doing  good 
and  all  volunteers  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  community.  The  Council  gave  practical 
support  to  this  venture  by  helping  with  the  provision  of  initial  equipment  and  this 
has  proved  to  be  money  well  spent.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Since  the  1st  April  water  has  been  supplied  by  the  Tees  Valley  &  Cleveland 
Water  Board  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Chemist  and  Bacteriolog^ist  for  a 
report  in  which  he  states  that  during"  the  year  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water 
has  been  satisfactory.  There  are  three  supplies  to  the  area  with  treatment  plants 
at  Lockwood  Beck,  Scaling  Dam  and  Oven  Close  and  with  the  exception  of  the 
latter  supply  all  bacteriological  tests  have  been  satisfactory.  At  Oven  Close, 
owing  to  technical  difficulties  with  the  sampling  point,  there  were  at  the  outset 
five  poor  samples,  but  a  new  sampling  point  is  being  brought  into  the  supply  main 
at  some  distance  from  the  spring  and  it  is  anticipated  that  no  further  trouble  will 
be  experienced. 


SEWERAGE 

The  new  outfall  at  Saltburn  was  completed  during  the  year  and  up  to  the 
present  time  has  proved  a  great  success  obviating  the  frequent  nuisances  caused 
by  the  poor  condition  of  the  old  system. 

Repairs  were  also  undertaken  on  the  Marske/Redcar  boundary  and  condi¬ 
tions  have  since  improved  at  this  outfall.

The  staff  of  the  department  consists  of  one  full-time  Shorthand-Typist/Clerk 
and  a  full-time  Rodent  Operator,  who  was  appointed  in  November. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  PREPARATION 

AND  SALE  OF  FOOD. 


Regular  inspections  are  made  of  cafes,  hotel  kitchens,  ice  cream  premises, 

food  shops  and  stalls  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Byelaws. 

During  the  year  18  notices  were  served  for  breaches  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  and  regular  visits 
were  made  for  the  inspection  of  meat.  During  the  year  1,098  visits  were  made 
for  this  purpose  and  the  carcases  and  organs  of  2,682  animals  were  inspected.  The 
total  weight  of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  1,731  lbs. 

The  mutual  aid  scheme  with  Skelton  and  Brotton  and  Loftus  Urban  District 
Councils  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  from 
Skelton  and  Brotton  made  26  visits  in  this  area,  whilst  I  made  125  visits  to  the 
Skelton  and  Brotton  Urban  District  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  The 
reason  for  the  high  number  of  visits  to  Skelton  and  Brotton  was  that  this  Authority 
were  without  an  Inspector  for  a  period  of  nearly  three  months.

LICENSED  PREMISES. 

All  licensed  premises  in  the  area  have  been  visited  for  the  purpose  of  checking 
sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities,  and  general  conditions  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area,  the  larger  site  being  under  the 
control  of  the  Local  Authority  and  providing  accommodation  for  approximately 
350  caravans,  and  a  smaller  site  which  has  accommodation  for  four  caravans. 

Facilities  provided  on  these  sites  consist  of  water  closets,  washing  facilities, 
piped  water  supply,  and  waste  water  drainage. 

Two  applications  were  received  and  granted  for  permission  to  station  cara¬ 
vans  in  the  area,  one  application  in  connection  with  the  Fairground  at  Old  Saltburn 
and  one  in  connection  with  the  garage  erected  at  the  Longbeck  Estate,  Marske- 
by-the-Sea. 


SHOP  ACTS  —  SANITARY  AND  WASHING  ACCOMMODATION. 

Inspections  were  made  at  shops  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  adequacy 
of  sanitary  and  washing  accommodation. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

The  part-time  Rodent  Operator  who  had  been  employed  by  the  Council  for 
many  years  retired  in  May  and  a  full-time  Rodent  Operator  was  appointed  in 
November. 

During-  the  period  that  the  Council  was  without  a  Rodent  Operator  help 
was  obtained  from  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  area  on  two  occasions  and  a  considerable 
number  of  visits  to  minor  infestations  were  made  by  myself. 

A  table  based  on  the  Ministry  of  Ag-riculture,  Fisheries  and  Food’s  return 
is  g-iven  for  information. 

Owing-  to  the  fact  that  the  Council  were  without  a  Rodent  Operator  for 
some  months  during  the  year  no  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out.
